Le Jour des Morts. 

NEW YORK, May 31.—But few accidents aro 
reported at yesterday’s decoration ceremonies. 
The stage broke down at Lancaster, Pa., anda 
gunner was hurt by apremature discharge at 
Elmira, N. Y. But no other casualties are re- 
ported. The day was never before so general- 
ly celebrated as in New York and vicinity. 
The cemeteries overflowed with people. The 
day is beginning to be not only a day for dec- 
but also fora 
general decoration of graves of departed rela- 
tives, public and privatefriends and esteemed 
acquaintanoes. The general observance of 
yesterday in this direction was remarkable. gp 

CATHOLIC COLONIZATION, 

A large number of representative Roman 
Catholics assembled last evening at the Cath- 
olic Lyceum, in response to the invitation 
signed by Bishop Ireland, Coadjutor of St.’ 
Paul. The object ot the meet- 
was to discuss Catholic colonization, 


Colonization Society. Bishop Spalding said 
the best interests of the Catholic Chureh and 
the prosperity of the Irish could be promoted 
by sendiug them totili the soil. He said also 
that although the Irish wWas a prolific race 
there was frightful mortality among the child- 
ren in tenement houses. There were 
vacant lands now in the West as fertile 
as Godever blessed. These lands were being 
rapidly filed up by American and Protestant 
persons, If money could be raised to carry out 
the scheme proposed by the society the Frish 
would remove from view in large cities, The 
society wanted to make the Irish 
owners of the land where they 
would have churches and priests and be far 
removed from temptation. The capital stock 
of the company is $100,000 and subscriptions 
would be received. Bishop Ireland saidhe 
had given much attention to the Catholic 
colony question in Minnesota. Many Irish 
families had been inducedto emigrate from 
some large cities where they were almost starv- 
ing and land was sold to them. Insome socie- 
ties the records show thatonly about two per 
cent became dissaff®fied. In one year there 
was an enormousincreasein each settlement 
and the residents became contented. 

John Kelly said he thought, under proper 
management, the scheme proposed would 
be successful. If the society only succeeded in 
giving a living to some of the starving residents 
around the large cities, it would accomplish a 
good work. Ten thousand dollars of stock 
was subscribed for at the meeting, and 
$15,000 is already subscribed for inthe West.

A Terrible Storm in Kansas. 
By Western Associated l’ress. 

ATCHISON, KAs., May 31.—A terrible rain 
storm visited Frankfort, Kas., yesterday af- 
ternoon about 6 o’clock, lasting over two 
hours. Several small buildings were 
more or less damaged. S. Newell’s 
ice-house was unroofed: also the 
awning of his store. Joseph Marshall’s stable 
and carriage house were blown to atoms. 
There were two horses in the stable at 
the time, but they eseaped uninjured 
J.B. Taylor’s warehouse was 

TORN TO PIECES, 
but no damage was done to the implements er 
machinery. Mr. Rhodes’ barn was partially 
destroyed. The houses of Mr. Fox, Mr. 
Ceaser and Mr. Vaughn, living three 
miles northwest of this place, were 
blown down, and the inmates more or less in- 
jured, and are now here receiving the atten- 
tion of our _ physicians. The dam- 
age sustained by these unfortunates 
families is not known. Mr. Fox’s house and 
effects were 
BLOWN INTO THE RIVER. 

Mr. Newell is damaged to the amount of about 
$150, and Mr. Marshall about the same. A 
messenger just from Irving brings the follow- 
ing particulars of the storm at that place: 
Sixteen houses were blown to atoms, killing 
eight persons.

Goldsoll and L, Bauman & Co. 

A reporter called on L, Bauman & Co., the 
well-known Fifth street jewelers, this morn- 
ing, to inguire as to the truthfalness of the re- 
port that Goldsoll had dealt heavily with them 
in 1878, and that he was now indebted.to them 
1toralarge amount. Mr. Sol. Bauman said he 
had been interviewed a few days ago bv a 
reporter, andthat whathe said then he re- 
peated now. 

‘*Did Mr. L. Bauman have intimate business 
relations with Mr. Goldsoll?’’ 

‘*Mr. L. Bauman is not now connected with 
thishouse. He has not been an active partner 
since 1871, and never had anything to do with 
Goldsoll.’’ 

‘*But has the present firm had dealings with 
Goldsoll?’’ 

**We have had dealings with him, and have 
no fault to find with himso far as his tr@at- 
ment of us is concerned. He has bought goods 
from us frequently, sometimes paying cash 
and sometimes getting time. His credit was 
good both here and in New York, butit is not 
truc that we loaned him large sums of 
money. We gave him credit because 
his commercial standing was good, just as we

Cardinal Newman’s Church in Rome. 
[From the London Times. ] 

About two hundred yards from the Forum 
of Rome, at the west entrance of the valley 
between the Capitoline and the Palatine, is a 
locality to which many an English tourist has 
returned again and again with a curiosity all 
the more eager because never to be satisfied. 
It is dark, dirty, and legendary. The name 
and site of the Forum Boarium, near 
the Tiber, and at the junction 
of the river side and country roads, suggesta 
cattle market, and that origin of the 
name is corroborated by the Cloaca Maxima 
having been made to drain its accumulations 
of water or filth into the Tiber. Here, at one 
end of a little street bearing the same name, is 
the church of S. Giorgio in Velabro, the on!y 
church in Rome dedicated to the tutelary saiut 
of England. Inthe fourth century, when it 
was founded, and for many centuries after, 
the place must have been populous. Close to 
the church are the temple of the four-faced 
Janus, and the very curious arch erected 


by the bankers and brokers then fre- 


| quenting the locality to Septimus Severus and 
| his wife, and their sons Caracalla and Geta, 
| with the name of the latter erased after his 


murder by his brother. A minute’s walk off 
is the supposed house of Rienzi, the Tribune, 
and it was to the door of St. George’s Chureh 
that on Ash Wednesday, 1547, he affixed just 
such an announcement of a Republican restor- 
ation as Garibaldi might have done. But the 
chureh itself contains objects far surpassing 
the minute and ephemeral interest of histor- 
ical associations. Wesides many an- 
tique eolumns of granite and marble, disposed 
basilica fasmon, it contains, under the high 
altar, the head and blood of St. George and 
his red silk banner. ‘These are exhibited on 
the day after Ash Wednesday and St.George’s 
Day, the only days on which the church is 
open to the public. Within a two minutes’ 
walk is the still more curious Church of 8. 
Maria in Cosmedin, under which is preserved 
and exhibited on the saint’s day, a piece of 
St. Patrick’s skull, and in the portico of 
which isthe huge marble mask called, no- 
body knows why, the Bocca della Verita. 
To those who like foundations of unknown 
antiquity, names of suggestive but*unascer- 


the | 


tainable derivation, objects that may be any- 
thing or nothing, edifices no longer of the least 
| use, and exhibitions which bring reason and 
faith into fearful collision, S. Giorgio in Veia- 
bro will ever be dear. It willbe dearer now 
than ever, for it is the title of Cardinal New- 
man, at least till he has earned a better de- 
| gree than the diaconate. All the splendors 


| of the Order of the Garter yield in antiquity 


at least to the honor of the title. When 
we have done full justice to the halo and 
aroma of the now famous locality, let us con- 
fess to a belief that the above Forum was, 
long before and long after the Christian era,a 
cattie market; that the much-disputed Vela- 
brum was not the ark on which Romulus and 
Remus were wafted into the Tiber to this

Easy Lectures on Physiology. 
[From the Burlington Hawkeye. ] 

If, children, you take away all the viscera, 
that is, the lungs and liver’ and things, from 
the cavity of the trunk of your body, and 
rub your finger up and down the back of 
this cavity, you will feel a bony column, 
corrugated like a wash-board, reaching from 
the neck to _ the legs. It is made 
of little flat, round pieces of bone, like so 
many bungs, piled on top of each other, only 
these bungs of bone are very rough and jagged 
atthe edges. Each of these bungs is what 
your doctor calls a vertebra. Now, all these 
vertebrie} form together a solid pillar that 
gives support tothe trunk. At the back of 
this column is a sharp kind of an edge like, 
formed by what are called the spines—that 
is, the uneven tips of the arches of the 
vertebre. You can feel them on your own 
back. Thenthereisa hollow ring in each 
verterbra that called the arch, and all these 
hollow rings or arches make the spinal canal. 
So,then,all these things,the bodies arches and 
spines that make up each vertebra, and all the 
vertebra together, make what your family 
physician calls the ‘‘vertebral column’’ and 
what all the rest of us callthe ‘*backbone.’’

NEW YORK, May 31.—Clmries Foster, the 
Republican nominee for Governor of Ohio, is 
now in thiscity. He was interviewed as fol- 
lows: 

Reporter—*‘Do you think national issues 
willbe prominent in the coming canvass in 
Ohio?’’ 

Foster—‘*Certainly we shall ‘have a hard 
fight on the question of the right of the Gen- 
eral Government to regulate the elections of 
members of Congress. I think our 
people disposed to rebuke the growing dispo- 
sition of the Democrats, or particularly the 
Southern Democrats, to assert the supremacy 
of the States.’’ 

**Do you think, then, that you are going to 
have an old-fashioned State rights fight?’’ 

‘*That’s about it, I think. The Republi- 
cans will oppose the idea that the Gen- 
eral Government has no authority to 
interfere in any way in the matter of elections, 
The Republicans will msist on the right of the 
General] Government to pass laws to protect the 
ballot box.’’ 

‘*Do you suppose the Republicans of Ohio 
will approve the doings of Davenport and his 
Marshals in this city?’ ’ 

**If it was a question of policy ef merely ap- 
pointing supervisors or marshals, it would be 
different, but it will be a question of the 
right of the General Goyernment to pass laws 
to protect the ballot box. It is the old issue of

**What are the Republican chances for car- 
rying the State?’’

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DURING the last fifty years all the newly 
created thrones in Europe, or those in which 
the male hereditary succession had from any 
cause lapsed, bave been filled by Princes of 
German dynasties. A Prince of the House of 
Saxe-Coburg was elected ruler of the newly- 
formed kingdom of Belgium, shortly after he 
had refused the title of King of the Hellenes, 
which had been offered him. Princes of the 
sume house married the Queen of Portugai, 
Maria II. da Gloria, in the year 1836, ana Vic- 
toria, Queen of England, in the year 1840; and 
their sons have become the heirs to the thrones 
of those States. All attempts to fill the 
thrones of Spain and Roumania with 
rulers not proceeding from German 
dynasties have proved a failure. Both 
King Amadeus I. of Savoy,and Prince Couza, 
a born Roumanian, were, after a brief period 
of rule, compelled to leave the countries of 
which they had become the sovereigns. The 
throne of Greece was first occupied by a prince 
of the Bavarian dynasty,Otho |.; and after his 
dethronement by George 1., a Prinee of the 
Schleswig-Holstein Sonderburg Glucksburg 
line. The present ruler of Roumania is a 
Prince of the House of Hohenzollern-Sigmar- 
ingen, and the new Prince of Bulgaria ts also 
of German origin. Fifty years ago the privi- 
lege of filling vacant or newly created thrones 
belonged almost exclusively to France and 
Austria; several thrones in Italy were hold 
by Bourbons and Hapsburgs only twen y 
years ago.

‘war the wages of servants und mechanics ad- 
Yanced over 100 per cent, but everything 
else advanced also; clothing, food, 
house rents, etc., made equal strides. Since

then all such commodities have fallen as low, . 


er even lower, than before the rise. Mechan- 
ies’ wages of all kinds have decreased from 


ee $4 WO per day to $2 and $2 50 per day, while 


s¥yants’ wages, that before the war ranged 
from $6 to $10 per month, and during the war 
advanced to $12 and $16, and even $20 per 
month, continue the same. And it should 
be - remembered that the mechanic 
has to pay for rent, food and 
fuel, while the house servants have all these 
necessaries provided for them. In addition, 
they generally enjoy all the comforts and even 
luxuries of their employers. The income of 
the business man and the salary of the clerk 
lave been reduced ,and yet this general shrink- 
age apparently is not to extend to their ser- 
‘vants. Wages remain the same, and 
most certainly the work is not 
better dune. We do not advocate 
starvation wages on the one side—neither do 
we see the justice of extortionate demands on 
the other. There should be an intermediate 
course.

The widow’s “rage and mortifica- 
tion may be conceived; she ordered /him 
out of her room and forvade him ever to visit 
or even to write to her aguin. But although 
these admirers could not summon up courage 
to put the noose around their necks, no snubs 
nor insults could drive them away, and after 
atime Gisborne was permitted to renew his 
tete-a-tete. There was a Dr. Warren, but he 
was a married man, for whom she conceived 
a most desperate fancy. It wasa delight to 
her even to hear his name mentioned in com- 
pany; she would walk up and down Sackville 
street, where he lived, to watch for the lights 
in his apartments, and would follow his car- 
riage about the town for the chance of catch- 
ing a ghimpse of him. She would even accept 
attention from strangers in the street. Yet it 
must be again repeated that not even scandal 
could ever casta stain upon her character. 
‘*No woman,.’’ says Reynolds, the dramatist, 
‘‘ever entered the walls of a theater with 
more fair, honorable pride than Mrs. Inch- 
bald, nor ever quitted it with more admira- 
tion and esteem.’’ 


Scott’s Abnormal Mental Powers. 

It is known but too well that, during the later 
years of Walter Scott’s life, there came with 
bodily prostration a great, but not constant, 
failure of his mental powers. Some of the 
phenomena presented during this part of his 
career are strikingly illustrative of abnormal 
mental action occurring even at times when 
the mental power is, on the whole, much 
weakened. ‘*Lucy of Lammermoor, ’’ though 
not one of the best of Scott’s novels, is certain- 
ly far above such works as *‘Count Robert of 


Paris,’’ ‘*‘The Betrothed.’’ and ‘‘Castle 
Dangerous.’’ Its popularity may, perhaps, 
be attributed chiefly to the deep interest of 
the ‘‘ower true tale’’ on which it is 
founded; but some of the characters are 
painted with exceeding skill. Lucy herself is 
almost a nonentity. and Edear is little more 
than a gloomy, unpleasant man, made inter- 
esting only by the troubles which fall on him. 
But Ailsie Gourlay and Caleb Balderstone 
stand out from the canvas as if alive; they are 
as life-like and matural, yet as thoroughly in- 
dividualized, as Edie Ochiltree and Meg 
Merrilies. The novel neither suggested when 
it first appeared, nor has been regarded even 
after the facts became known as suggesting 
that Scott, when he wrote it, was in ill- 
health. Yet it was produced un- 
der pressure’ of severe illness, —and 
when Scott was at least in this sense uncon- 
scious, and nothing of what he said and 
did in connection with the work was 
remembered when he _ recovered. ‘*The 
book,’’ says James Ballantyne, ‘‘was not 
only written, but published, before Mr. Scott 
was able to rise from his bed: and he assured 
me that, when it first put into 
in complete sha e did not recollect one 
incident, character or conversation it con- 
sin@ti! He did not desire me to understand. 
or did I understand, that his illness had 
erased from his memory the original nci- 
dents of the story, with which he had been 
acquainted from his boyhood. These re- 
mained rooted where they had ever been; or to 
speak more explicitly, he remembered the 
general facts of the existence of the father and 
mother, of the son and daughter, of the rival 
lovers, of the compulsory marriage, and 
the attack made by the bride upon the hapless 
bridegrogin, with the general catastrophe of 
the whole. Allthese things he recollected, 
just as he did before he took to his bed: but 
he literally recollected nothing else—not asin- 
gle character woven by the romancer, npt one 
of the many scenes and points of humor, not 
anything with which he was himself connected, 
as the writer of the work.’* Later,when Scott 
was breaking down under severe and long-con- 
tinned labor, and first felt the approach of 
the illness which ultimately ended in death, 
he experienced strange mental phenomena. 
In his diary for February 17, 1829, he notes 
that on the preceding day at dinner, though 
in company with two or three old friends. he 
was haunted by ‘‘asense of pre-existence,’’ a 
confused idea that nothing that passed was 
said for the first time; that the same topics 
had been discussed, and that the same per- 
sons had expressed the same opinions before. 
‘*There was a vile sense of a want of reality 
in all that [I did or said.’’—[{The Cornhill 
Magazine.

ver brought to this country, superior even 
to the one owned by A. T. Stewart. These 
works, with the original drawingof Ittenbach’s 
great work, ‘*‘The Adoration,’’ are the most 
prominent of the coming art treasures. A 
number of other good things, water-colors 
and drawings by Sismondi, Baldwin and 
other artists, will shortly be added to the 
different private collections in the 
city. This new impetus civen 
to wsthetics will have a marked effect on our 
home eulture, and too much commendation 
cannot be,given to the gentlemen who are 
working se nobly to make St. Louis an art 
center. F

It is needless to add 
that thesé peripatetic lectures are very popu- 
lar, being really themselves a venerable tradi- 
tion from the days of Plato and Socrates. You 
seem to breathe the breath of Greece. 


Col. Higginson, who had persenal know!l- 
edge of H. D. Thoreau, declares that both 
Channing and Lowell have done the quaint 
New Englander injustice in emphasizing his 
eccentricities and not placing sufficient stress 
on his vigor, good sense and clear perceptions. 
Col. Higginson says that as a companion he 
was essentially sincere, wholesome, 
and cnjoyable. Though more or 
less a humorist, nursing his own 
whims, and capable of being tiresome 
when they came uppermost, he was easily led 
away from them to the vast domains of liter- 
ature and nature, and then poured forth end- 
less streams of the most interesting talk. His 
home life was thoroughly affectionate and 
faithful—he never made his whims an excuse 
for mere selfishness. His life-long celibacy, 
the Colonel says, was due to the noblest un- 
selfishness—an early act of lofty self-abnega- 
tion toward his own brother, whose love had 
taken the same direction with his own. 


**Spiritual Communications,’’ edited by 
Henry Kiddle, Superintendent of Public 
Schools in New York city, isa volume of 350 
pages, issued by the Authors’ Publishing 
Company. This work has already received so 
much attention that it ix unnecessary to do 
more than to refer to it as one of the events of 
the seuson. Itixa dreary book. It is next to 
impossible to believe that the alleged ‘‘eom- 
munications’’ given in this volume come from 
those whose names are given as their authors. 
The internal evidence overweighs and utteriy 
neutralizes any claim that can possibly be 
made on the otherside. If Abraham Lincoln, 
and Henry J. Raymond, and Bacon, and Mrs. 
Hemans write such drivel as is here imputed 
to them, they must have deteriorated atanoes 
to the point of idiocy. If immortality is to 
be accompanied by a loss of mind, it would be 
a curse rather thana boon. As literature the 
book is contemptible. The most phenomenal 
thing about it is that a man of such excellent 
sense and education as Mr. Kidiile should ae- 
cept these communications as authentic. His 
credulity is more remarkable than anything 
his dreary book contains.
